a  i  day.  The  average  pay  of  good  wood 
ers  is  from  four  to  five  dollars  a  day. 
T^u>  process  of  ebonizing  cherry-wood,  for 
i4*tnnoe,  ,M*d  by  one  of  the  firms  visited,  is 
a  *c.cret  known  only  to  llie  workman  who 
it.  Even  the  members  of  the  firm 
biii-  no  right  to  ask  what  his  secret  is.  The 
(fet  that  he  can  get  iv  finer,  more  ebony-1. ke 
irf  »ce  than  any  other  man  gives  him  a 
igh  vidue  at  once.  Although  the  use  of 
i  hnnind  devices  for  carving  wood  ore  so 
i^nch  di diked  by  tho  bc-at  workmen  that 
v  rnd[i«per  is  forbidden,  machinery  is  now 
aed  to  cut  away  the  ro  igh  parts  of  a  bit  of 
arvuig.

As  well  known,  the  glass  disks  of  the  Holtz 
machine  become  quickly  inactive.  Their 
superficial  conductivity  ocean  jus  on  iudno- 
tton  of  the  eurreul-  which  completely  neu¬ 
tralizes  that- of  the  machine.  For  this  rea¬ 
son  it  was  for  a  long  time  the  practice  to 
Cover  the  disk*  with  aa  insulating  varnish. 
That  not  answering,  the  method  was  tried  of 
putting  the  entire  apparatu.  under  a  glass 
case  aud  keeping  it  exposed  to  the  vapors 
of  petroleum.  Jeuk.ua,  in  his  treatise  on 
elec.ricity,  say*  that  a  glass  rod,  which,  on 
account  of  its  supirflciol  conductivity,  u 
not  a  good  insulator,  may  acquire  that 
property  if  it  be  immereed  for  Jwenty-fouz 
hours  in  distilled  water  and  be  allowed  to 
dry  for  the  same  length  of  rime  without 
rubbing  U  with  anything  whatever.
